“At the time of Dr. Widtsoe’s in- 
vestigation, made early in 1925 
there were represented to be 257 
farmers resident in the district. The 
colonization manager's records show 
that there are now 355 
places’ registered under the coloniza- 
tion act, covering approximately 
half of the irrigible area in the dis- 
trict.
